Free  tipping  facilities 
provided  m  the  area,  and  a  free  collection  of  any  household  refuse 
has  not  seemed  to  aleviate  the  problem.  In  several  instances  where 
indication  of  the  source  of  rubbish  have  been  found  it  would  appear 
hat  persons  resident  or  trading  in  neighbouring  districts  are 
involved  m  the  deposit  of  some  of  this  rubbish,  this  would  appear 
to  be  on  a  national  scale  rather  than  a  local  one,  and  until  the 
public  conscience  is  pricked  into  taking  action  against  the  bespoilers 
of  the  countryside  and  the  Urban  environments  instead  of  just  paying 
lip  service  the  problem  will  remain  with  us.

Industry  has  continued  in  its  progress  towards  a  cleaner

programme,  due. to  the  pressures  made  on  the  department  in  other 
irec  ions,  mainly  grant  work,  but  a  feature  of  the  grant  work  has 
been  that  the  Council  insist  on  the  property  being  smokeless  at  the 
completion  of  the  grant  work.

.  The.  quantities  of  rubbish  removed  still  continues  to  rise 
an  m  addition  the  new  Eachill  Garden  Estate  has  been  designed  in  such 
manner  that  refuse  collection  is  a  very  long  haul,  thus  taking  a 
greater  proportion  of  the  days  time  than  should  have  been  necessary. 

e  lcle  breakdowns  have  been  considerable  during  the  year  and  have 
caused  interruptions  in  the  routine  collection.  The  new  system  of 
maintamence,  although  time  consuming  appears  to  be  proving  its  worth, 
and  less  working  time  has  been  lost  as  a  result. 


As. regards  disposal,  discussions  have  been  entered  into  with  a 
neighbouring  authority  regarding  joint  arrangements,  these  arrangements 
should  be  finalised  during  1972.

On  18th  March,  1971 »  the  Council  resolved  in  Minute  372  the 
following: - 

(a)  that  Improvement  Grants  be  implemented  by  the  authority 
as  soon  as  possible. 


(b)  that  all  administrative  arrangements  be  left  to  the 
officers  and  the  Improvement  Grants  come  under  the 
province  of  the  Health  Committee. 

(c)  that  the  National  Building  Agency  carry  out  feasibility 
studies  on  the  two  selected  areas  including  assessment 

of  financial  and  manpower  resources  required,  preparation 
of  a  report  and  outline  proposals  for  consideration  by 
the  Council  together  with  further  reoommendations  for 
action. 


Following  this  Minute  the  National  Building  Agency  carried  out 
a  comprehensive  inspection  of  approximately  160  houses  in  two  specially 
defined  areas,  holding  public  meetings  with  the  residents  concerned. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  survey  a  report  was  presented  by  them  to  the 
Council  which  resulted  in  the  following  resolution  (Minute  129):-

An  unfortunate  trend  that  has  been  observed  has  been  the  rapid 
increase  of  costs  over  the  past  twelve  months,  and  up  to  the  extension  of 
increased  grant  the  pressures  on  the  building  trade  were  lending  to  further 
ncrease  the  costs.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  improved  standard  of  housing 
that  is  being  achieved,  bearing  in  mind  that  a  large  percentage  of  houses 
m  this  area  being  improved  are  tenanted  properties.
